trust. X also believe that Jim's knowledge and mine would be essential.

If you have, any farther iawolveaent, as for the Hay family I hope you do as well 
w for history and the good that comes from serving it today, your basic assumption 
for the preservation of your owa reputation and integrity must be that if ^aae says 
it it is act true* I am not talking against Mm. I am giving you a so«b£ caution and 
a basic rule deviation from which can be costly.

it isn’t true. Of course I’m talking about the minor fraction that has any real 
relationship with the king assassination.

this you would not waste your time to upeak to os Payne, a great human being and 
one of the very greatest reporters, honest and impartial although he has become my 
cherished friend. 

As best a non-lawyer can express opinions I give you By belief that with time 
and then with attention regardless of what this fink committee does I have enough to 
break the ling case and it is absolutely solid.

Hark hats made it possible for the committee to address the King assassination by 
rebutting %xk* %is is child* s play. *f the committee aid it much less well than I 
could have - and note -feat I have been publicly silent on this - it nonetheless did 
it effectively and. destructively to the establishing of truth, batul taatiwg the same 
dodge and m^ans hr. $ded with Jewess Hark ambulance-chased Ms way into tbs Bay case, 
there was a reasonably good prospect that Jim and X would be able to do something 
about it.
